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Changes Made In 
Poliomyelitis Rules. 


Health officers are advised that 
slight revisions have been made in 
the state regulations for the control 
of poliomyelitis as published in Special | 
Bulletin No. 15. The second para- | 
graph of Rule 5 pertaining to contacts, 
is changed to read “persons who have 
come in contact with an acute case of 
poliomyelitis and who are not mem- 
bers of the same household shall be 
kept under observation by the local 
health authority fora period of four- 


teen days, etc.’ This period was 
designated as two weeks, heretofore. 

The fourth paragraph of the same 
rule now reads, “when persons come 
into the area of jurisdiction of a local 
health authority from a region in 
which poliomyelitis is prevalent, the 
health officer shall regard them as con- 
tacts and shall keep them under obser- 
vation for a period of fourteen days 
after arrival, etc.” This period was 
designated as twenty days, heretofore. 

Next to the last sentence of Note 1 
of Rule 5 now reads “Persons from 
areas in which poliomyelitis is epi- 
demic shall be kept under observation 
for fourteen days, etc.” This period 
was formerly designated as twenty 
days.

Poliomyelitis Is 
On the Increase. 

Eighty-two cases of epidemic polio- 
myelitis have been reported to the 
California State Board of Health dur- 
ing the first two weeks of July. 
Seventy-four cases of the disease were 
reported during the entire month of 
June. The statement of this increase, 


alone, will give health officers an in- 


sight into the status of this disease in 
California at the present time. The 
summary of control measures pub- 
lished in the July 9th issue of the 
Weekly Bulletin should be given wide 
publicity in every community of Cali- 
fornia. There is no desire to cause any 
unnecessary alarm but the fact remains 
that we have an unusually large num- 
ber of cases of this dread disease in 
this state and it is necessary that 
every available precaution against its 
spread be taken at once. Children 
should not be permitted to come into 
contact with sick persons, whether 
they be adults or children who are ill. 
We have few weapons with which to 
fight poliomyelitis, but of the few that 
are available isolation and quarantine 
are the most effective. Health officers 
are urged to be alert in the control of 

poliomyelitis in thea respective com- 


munities.

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Smallpox Deaths 
In Franco-Prussian War. 


A member of the staff of the Cali- 


fornia State Board of Health contri- 


buted articles upon the subject of 
vaccination against smallpox, which 
were published in the issues of the 
Weekly Bulletin for December 12, 
1925, and March 13, 1926. In these 
articles comparisons were made 
between smallpox mortality among 


French soldiers in the Franco-Prussian 
War, 1870-71, and similar mortality 
among soldiers of the United States 
Army in the World War, It was 


stated that more than 23,000 French 


died of

Franco-Prussian War and the secre- 


tary of a national organization ‘“advo- 
cating no form of treatment but in 
defense of parental control over 
children” asks that we publish a re- 
traction of this statement, since the 
London Lancet, in 1901, following the 
use of the same figtires; announced 
that they were false. 

Upon investigating the matter. it 
has been determined that Monsieur

soldiers’ that succumbed to smallpox 
was given as 23,468. That publication

‘It is probable that the report of the 
Royal Commission on Vaccination, 
Great Britain, shows the most ex- 
haustive study of vaccination that has 
ever been made and the following 
extract from that report frobably is 
the most authentic statement avail- 
able concerning smallpox mortality 
among French soldiers in 1870-71. 
“Although it may not have been 
enforced with complete thoroughness, 
there seems to be no doubt that the 
German army, was, on the whole, a 
well-vaccinated class at the time of the

According to the 
official returns, the number of small- 
pox deaths in the German army dur- 
ing the years in question was only 


1316. It was stated by Monsieur de- 


Freycinet, when Minister of War, that 
23,400 French soldiers died of small- 
pox during the years: 1870-71. We 


‘have not been able clearly to ascertain 


how these last figures were procured. 
They were not derived directly from 
any official return. It would seem that 
the average derived from a limited 
number of returns relating to _ par- 
ticular portions of the army was 
applied to the army as a whole. It is 
quite possible, therefore, that the 
figures may not be accurate, and that 
the number stated is in excess of the 
real number of deaths but we do not 
think it is possible to doubt that the 
ravages of smallpox in the French 
army were very great, and that the 
mortality was enormously in excess 
of that suffered by the force which 
was opposed to them. Various facts

Prinzing, in 
his book Epidemics Following Wars, 
published by the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace, gatates on 
pages 206-7: ‘ 

“In the year 1870 smallpox did not 
spare a single department in France. 
although many of them failed to send 
in reports. Vacher estimates the num- 
ber of deaths due to the disease in the 
vear 1871 as 58,236, but he adds that 
the estimate is too small. * * * It is 
almost impossible to estimate the num- 
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ber of deaths that occurred in the year 
i870. From the available statistics 
Vacher estimates the number of 
deaths caused by the disease in the 
iwo years 1870-71 at 89,954, a figure, 
as he himself says, ‘which represents 
only a part of the reality.’ Another 


estimate made by Vacher, putting the 


number of deaths caused by smallpox 
in the years 1869-70 at 200,000 is in all 
osrobability not an exaggeration.
